‘In leather, 
of course,” it 
said. 

) This was a 
‘y reminder that 

Se the rich, deep 
beauty of leather, which was re- 
vealed by the color advertise- 
ment, could be today duplicated 
by substitutes. The phrase “‘in 
leather,’ was, in fact, a sort of 
confession that plastics and com- 
positions of various sorts have 
moved competitively into a field 
which, until a short while ago, was 
dominated by leather. 


Since Christmas is a time for 
children and for adult meditation 
and reflection, I found myself 
stirred by the ad to reminiscence. 
When I was a boy in a small city 
in the foothills of east Tennes- 
see, the shoe repair shop for our 
neighborhood was conducted by a 
tall, dignified Negro man named 
Albert, whose graying hair re- 
vealed his years. He had a way 
with customers, especially bays 
and girls. He unfailingly pre- 
sented, with a flourish of formal- 
ity, a short stick of peppermint 
candy when the job was com- 
pleted and the change paid. He 
talked in a very sedate sort of 
manner but had an astonishing 
range of conversation subjects. 


Ability’ Necessary 

This ability was almost a neces- 
sity as there usually were two or 
three waiting. Few of us had 
more than one pair of shoes. 
There were some, of course, who 
had a pair of “Sunday shoes.” 
When they became a bit scuffed 
they were demoted to every day 
shoes and a new pair bought for 
wear on the Sabbath. But those 
who had but one pair, of course, 
had to sit and wait for the half 
soles to be put on. 


Albert kept a stack of old news- 
papers by his work bench and 
when a customer came, and wait- 
ed. a sheet of this would be spread 
on the always littered floor of his 
shop. He swept it each evening, 
before going home. But since each 
new sole had to be trimmed, as 
did the heels, new leather scraps, 
and pieces of the old soles, were 
scattered about. 


There were, of course, no ready- 
made soles or heels. Albert cut 
his own from a large section of 
leather. The customer’s shoe 
would be put down on it and a 
pencil marked about the sole. This 
was then cut out with a wonderful 
knife, which each boy coveted. 


There was a_ status system 
among the customers. A number 
of Albert’s customers from the 
more well-to-do families in the 
neighborhood had their new soles 
sewed on. They were the aristo- 
crats of the shop. It took a long 
while to sew on soles. Albert first 
had to make the many small holes 
with a shoe-repairer’s awl. 
The ad reminded me that it had 
been a long time since I had even 
thought of an awl, much less seen 
one. The holes were made very 
close together. We liked to watch 
Albert do this work. 


Soft Fragrance 


The heavy thread he used was 
carefully, and repeatedly, pulled 
through a lump of dark, aromatic 
beeswax which Albert kept on his 
bench. When he pulled the threads 
back and forth, the warmth of 
his hand and the friction of the 
thread would cause the small, 
somewhat dim shop to be filled 
with the rich, soft fragrance of the 
wax. Albert was a very good 
craftsman and his work was done 
with honest care and skill. 


The great majority of us had 
our half soles nailed on. Since 
the price was so much cheaper, 
most of us thought sewed soles 
to be an affectation, though we 
enjoyed waiching. Once the sole 
was cut from the large section of 
leather, Albert made rather quick 
work of it. The old, worn sole 
would be torn off, and the new one 

would then toss 
large pinch of shiny nails in his 
mouth.

NEW DELHI—One of India’s 
most respected political leaders 
has strongly censured his govern- 


ment for seizing the small terri- 
tories of Goa, Damao and Diu 
from Portugal by force. 


He is 81-year-old Chakravarti 
Rajagopalachari, the only Indian 


to be governor general of the 
country. He held that office from 
1948 until India became a re- 


public in 1950. 


Rajagopalachari’s views on In- 
dia’s military action last week 
were contained in article he has 
written for ‘““Swarajya’’ (Self-Gov- 
ernment), a magazine that sup- 
ports the rightwing Freedom 
Party. Rajagopalachari founded 
the Freedom Party two and half 
years ago after he left the Con- 
gress Party of Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru. 

He wrote that India “has to- 
tally lost the moral power to raise 
her voice against the use of mili- 
tary power.” 

Rajagopalachari commented: 


“India has helped to undermine 
the prestige and power of the 
United Nations Security Council. 
It may not be ‘apparent at once 
but we have paid very heavily in 
enlightened world opinion for this 
claptrap Goa action.” 


Rajagopalachari appeared to 
support last Monday’s move in 
the Security Council against India. 
He said the Soviet Union, by veto- 
ing the move, had aided Nehru 
with ‘‘a gift which further compli- 
cates India’s place in the counsels 
of the world.”

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Atlanta Area Can 


Work Together 


For Proper Rapid Transit Decisions 


Under the sponsorship of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, city officials will 
hold a summit meeting Wednesday with 
officials from the Atlanta area to try to 
iron out some differences about rapid 
transit. 

At issue is how much control the city 
should have in running rapid transit for 
the Atlanta area. Also at issue is what 
form a constitutional amendment to au- 
thorize rapid transit should take. 

We believe compromise is possible on 
the matter of who should control rapid 
transit. Rapid transit is a matter of re- 
gional importance. It is important to the 
central city of Atlanta. It also is important 
to the urban fringe and the outlying coun- 
ties surrounding Atlanta. For that reason, 
rapid transit should be a partnership ar- 
rangement, with all concerned having a 
part in running it. 

We still believe the city, which un- 
doubtedly will bear most of the cost, 


* ee 


should have the biggest voice in operating 
rapid transit. But the five counties in the 
metropolitan area should have a hand in 
it also. For that reason, we still feel the 
best arrangement would be a transit au- 
thority with 11 members—six appointed 
by the city and one from each of the five 
counties. 


As for the constitutional amendment, 
it should be a general one, applying to the 
whole state. Eventually other parts of the 
state may want to set up rapid transit sys- 
tems. There are too many local and special 
constitutional amendments on the books 
already. 


A general constitutional amendment 
could go to the legislature promptly next 
month and this phase of getting ready for 
rapid transit could proceed without delay. 
Within this broad framework, areas of 
argument would be left open for settle- 
ment later in a manner that would be fair 
to all concerned.

Fulton County Doctors Merit Praise 


The Fulton County Medical Society 
deserves praise for a vote its doctor-mem- 
bers cast Thursday. 

They defeated an effort to split the 
society into two parts—one private and 
one professional. 

If the effort had succeeded, Negro doc- 
tors would have been admitted to mem- 
bership in one part but would have been 
segregated from the other. 

But the 122 votes which blocked the 
move showed that a wide segment of doc- 
tor opinion considered it a subterfuge and 
preferred to settle the issue in a more 
straightforward manner within the exist- 
ing society. 

We do not believe either the Negro or 
the white community considers social de- 
segregation to be the right, the drive or 
the aim of present racial readjustments. 
The desire is for legal, political, educa-

Judge Hooper Clarifies 
Another Legal Tangle 


The order by Federal Judge Frank A. 
Hooper permanently enjoining the State 
Board of Education from interfering with 
the Atlanta school board in carrying out 
the pupil-placement plan approved by his 
court clarifies an unhealthy situation. 

The Atlanta board has been acting 
under specific court orders. When the 
state board moved in to reverse an assign- 
ment decision of the Atlanta body, it 
obviously came into conflict with Judge 
Hooper’s original ruling. — 

Thus one more legal question has been 
cleared in trying to work out the city’s 
school desegregation problem. Atlanta 
officials had to come up with an accept- 
able plan and they did. The state board 
had no good reason to usurp rightful local 
authority.

Grass and Repose 


If anybody thinks the skyline has grown this 
year, let him listen to this: Architect Bob Loca- 
tell estimates Atlanta will need to build, within 


40 year, as many more new buildings as now exist. 

That means Atlanta will have to spread out and cover twice as 
much land in order to give the buildings a place to sit. 

So it isn’t too early to urge the woodmen on the Board of Alder- 
men’s zoning committee to spare us some trees. 


“Atlanta could be a beautiful city—a city of park lands—to the 
envy of older and larger cities,” said Mr. Locatell, president of the 
Georgia chapter of the American Institute of Architects. 


“But first,” he added, ‘‘we must provide the means to plan for, _ 


to acquire, to improve, and to keep intact our park lands, as well as 
to maintain them wherever they may be.”’ 

There is a danger we won't maintain what we've got. As the 
need to grow pours on the pressure, people will want to take park 
land and put things on it because it’s easy. 

Putting the zoo in Grant Park was a good idea. It added to the 


park instead of detracting. 


Building a cultural center in Piedmont Park likewise would add 
to the park—provided parking space is provided outside the park, as 


proposed. 


But the Georgia section of the American Society of Landscape 
Architects has pointed out some poaching of park land on a disturb-

But 
a group is already petitioning the aldermanic zoning committee to 
let it build a privately sponsored home for the aged on the land. 

Atlanta, facing explosive growth, needs to keep its green and 
grassy places for repose. Dr. Marion Clawson, a land use authority, 
told why last month while visiting Atlanta. Park lands, he said, ‘‘are 
the safety valve for the pressures of an urban society.”

World Cannot Do 
Without the U.N. 


If we did not know that Russia and China are 
bumping along on a very rocky road, it would 
be harder to be calm about the Western troubles 


in the United Nations and in NATO. Nevertheless, the disunity of the 
Western powers is alarming. Why, in the face of the great pressures 
from the Communist coalition, can the Western nations indulge in so 
much stubborn separatism? The answer must be that the separate 


nations do not really believe seriously that the threat from the East 


is what they say it is. 

It can be said then that the 
Western powers are confident that 
the balance of terror will main- 
tain the peace. Because the fear- 
ful threat of a thermonuclear 
war is relaxed, there is much less 
compulsion to unite on other 
matters. 

But even if thermonuclear war 


be met. The United States has 
enormous responsibilites, and it 
is well for us to remind’ our- 
selves why NATO and the U.N. 
ar indispensable to this country 
in meeting these responsibilities. 

NATO is the military center of 
the Atlantic Community. There- 
fore, we cannot tolerate the dis- 
ruption of the NATO alliance. Our 
influence will come down de- 
cisively against separatism. If it 
ever comes to that, our influence 
will be decisive. 

As for the United Nations, our 
commitment to preserve it is in- 
dissoluble. With the admission of 
some 50 new states we are no 
longer the undisputed leaders of 
the United Nations. We have done 
very well on the China question 
but, as we have seen in the Goa 
question, we cannot always pre- 
vail.

Albany’s Problem 
Not Yet Settled 


No matter how much the racial demonstra- 
tions in Albany may have disturbed other people, 
the whole epoch is a sociologist’s delight, likely 


playing if they cannot always 
win the game. But the grown-up 
view of the United Nations is that 
if the 50 new members do not 


agree with us inside the U.N. in 
all probability they would dis- 
agree with us even more violent- 
ly outside the U.N. 

In spite of everything that can 
be said against it, the U.N. is 
indispensable because it keeps 
open communications between the 
old powers and the new nations, 
and among all the continents. 

The actions of the U.N. as in 
the Congo, are sometimes ineffi- 
cient, and on certain issues such 
as Goa they are far from ideal. 
But what really matters is that 
so many nations have represent- 
atives in one city at the same 
time, and that they have their 
recognized place to meet and that 
they can talk with one another 
frequently and casually in the 
lounges and the corridors, and in 
private apartments and houses. 
Alliances and multi-national in- 
stitutions are notoriously diiffi- 
cult to make work, and they pro- 
duce headaches that never end. 
This world is in upheaval. But 
when -we pause to imagine what 
it would be like without the 
United Nations, we realize that 
we cannot do without it. 


to be cited in future textbooks. The Albany Movement provides an 
almost classical example of how a nonviolent direct action campaign

The important point, though, is 
that Albany’s racial problem is 
by no means settled. The Negro 
community appears to have lost 
little of its determination, and it 
could presumably reinstitute its 
protest if it considers negotiations 
to have broken down.

Morality aside, the commission 
could perhaps afford such an in- 
transigent position were the Ne- 
gro minority totally defenseless, 
economically, politically, physi-

Albany’s Negroes 
may have their grievances with 
the police, but they do not live 
in terror of their lives. They con- 
stitute 42 per cent of the popula- 
tion and have enough buying pow- 
er to make their silence heard at 
the cash register. They vote, and 
more are registering. 

Furthermore, Albany’s Negroes 
are aroused. Reporters covering 
Albany last week, many of them 
old hands in racial matters, were 
unable to recall any other in- 
stance in which such a broad 
cross-section of a Negro commu- 
nity—adults as well as as stu- 
dents—was willing to suffer jail- 
ing for its beliefs. 

The Negro community may be 
willing to accept a slow march

do not even mention schools or 
swimming pools.)

Action has its place. The con- 
sistency required by Dewey's 
philosophy is consistency in ac- 
tion, as action affects people. It 
does not require verbal consist- 
ency in the manner of law and 
ancient philosophies. 


Nehru’s action was to replace 
a dictatorship, which is what the 
present government of Portugal 
is, by a democracy, which is 
what the present government of 
India is. 

Nehru’s action was to replace 
a sovereignty, whose symbol and 
center of power are half-a-world 
away from Goa, by a local sov- 
ereignty, whose power derives 
from neighboring kindred people. 
His action was to insist that the 
anti-colonial policies, established 
by the United Nations, are carried 
out with respect to India. His 
action was rooted in the American 
Declaration of Independence. 


Nehru is wed to the democratic 
ideal of John Dewey. The dic- 
tator of Portugal is not. It is as 
unfair for Americans to protest 
the use of an army to establish 
democratic national institutions in 
India as it would be for India to 
scorn the past use of the Amer- 
ican Army to establish this dem- 
ocratic country from coast to 
coast. Although some of our ter- 
ritory was purchased with money, 
either the people we bought it 
from, or ourselves with respect 
to most of our territory, estab- 
lished the, national right to the 
land itself by the intrusion and 
continued presence of a national 
army. 

So be it. Nehru remains as con- 
sistent in morality and philosophy 
as is possible, when the facts of 
national independence and sov- 
ereignty are considered. He has 
kicked out a foreign dictator who 
should have exited voluntarily 
long ago. There is no morality 
in letting the villains of history 
have most of the guns and do 
most of the killing—as the dic- 
tator of Portugal has in Angola. 
Sometimes moral forces have to 
use military power to set things 
right; witness World War II.

That old “utopian idea’’ of two 
cars for every garage has come 
true for almost a fifth of Georgia 
families. 


Of the 1,070,325 occupied housing 
units in Georgia last year, there 
were 211,798 with two automobiles. 
Three of more cars were owned 
by 26,538 families, and there were 
555,708 with at least one auto. 


Georgians also believe strongly 
in other conveniences and com- 
forts around the house. 


Television apparently has 
“caught on” and is here to stay. 
Nearly three-fourths of Georgians 
have a TV set. 


Sixty-four per cent have one or 
more radio sets, and 62 per cent 
have telephones. 


For the “‘little woman” 27 per 
cent of the homes have wringer 
or spinner washing machines, and 
31 per cent have automatic or 
semi-automatic washing machines. 


This is the word of the Atlanta 
field office of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce after a study of one 
of the final reports now coming in 
from the Bureau of the Census on 
the makeup of Georgia’s popula- 
tion in 1960. 


Slightly more than 785,100 
homes in the state could tune in 
on at least one television set, and 
71,569 had two or more. In the 
field of radio, 685,305 had one 
set and 246,857 had two or more. 


The report, a county-by-county 
presentation of housing equip- 
ment, also shows, Merrill C. Lof- 
ton, Commerce department field 
manager pointed out, that 660,042 
of the occupied units had a tele- 
phone last year, and to keep cool 
in the summertime, 81,608 had 
one-room air conditioners, 31,837

had such facilites for two or more 
units, and 18,440 had central cool- 
ing systems. 


Though the state’s winters, re- 
latively speaking are rather mild, 
there was plenty of heating equip- 
ment around. 


Of the nearly 1.2 million housing 
units, 179,495 had warm air fur- 
naces, and 177,502 had floor, wall, 
or pipeless furnaces. 


In 214,824 homes there were one 
or more home food freezers. 


Nearly a third of the homes with 
three or more automobiles were in 
the Atlanta metropolitan area of 
Fulton, Cobb, DeKalb, Clayton 
and Gwinnett counties. Of the 
state’s total of 26,538, the Atlanta 
area had 8,387. 


The Census Bureau’s report also 

reveals that a number of Georgia 

homes are still without modern 
conveniences. 

For instance, 15,026 had no heat- 
ing equipment at all. There were 
374,592 with no clothes washing 
machine and 855,472 without home 
food freezers.

NEW YORK—aAllie Sherman is about to begin the 
final week of his first season as coach of the New York 
football Giants. Some four or five months ago, however, 
few thought Allie would be obliged to work after the 
regular season ended because the Giants were generally 
picked to finish third at best and perhaps as low as fifth 
in the Eastern Division of the National Football League. 
Yet here they are, concluding preparations for the 
championship play-off with the Packers at Green Bay 
on Sunday. 


That's rather heady stuff. For Sherman it has to have elements 
of sheer fantasy. Not even in his wildest Walter Mitty dreams 
could be have Gared imagine that his Giants would wind up as 

ss ‘em divisional champions and that he him- 
self would wind up as coach of the 
year. The whole business was spun 
from the gossamer web of implausibil- 
ity. 

Such a goal would have seemed un- 
attainable twenty-odd years ago to the 
under-sized youngster from Brooklyn 
who was chased off the squad by his 
high school coach. 


**You’re too small to play foot- 
ball, kid,”’ scornfully said the coach. 
“Why don’t you go out for a sport 
better suited to your talents—like 
handball?”’ 


It would have seemed far out of 
reach for the 160-pound quarterback 
of the low-ranking Brooklyn College 
team, as unwanted a collection of 
amateurs as ever played collegiate 
ball. Nor did the goal seem much 
closer when that same determined little tyke found himself a 
virtually non-playing member of the Philadelphia Eagles during 
the era of war-time manpower shortages. 


—He Went Through Neale’s School 


Despite those improbable credentials, however, Allie Sherman 
attained the goal. He did it because Greasy Neale’s faith in him 
never wavered and because he never lost faith in himself. Only 
once did he come close to chucking it, his first year with the 
Eagles. Greasy had seemed unnecessarily harsh and demanding 
one day.

‘Listen, kid,” said the gruff Eagle coach. “Some day you're 
gonna make it big because I holler at you. The time for you 
to start worrying is when I stop hollering. It will mean I’ve 
lost interest in you.” 


A few years later Steve Owen, the Giant coach, reached the 
decision to scrap his A-formation and join the trend to the T. He 
sought advice from his closest friend, Neale. 


“Take Allie Sherman to help you,"’ said Greasy. ‘‘He’s the 
smartest young man in football.’’ So stout Steve took Allie as his 
assistant. 


A few weeks ago Owen dropped in at Giant practice and Allie 
asked Steve to address the team. 


“I just want to straighten out something,” drawled Steve, 
unable to resist the temptation to give his old buddy the needle. 
“That big lunkhead, Greasy Neale, is strutting all over town and 
taking credit for his boy, Allie. But who first brought him to the 
Giants as a coach? Me. That’s who.” 


Yet when the entire proposition is analyzed to the very end, the 
most credit for his success has to go to Allie Sherman himself. He 
started shakily because he was the second choice of the Mara 
brothers, Jack and Well. They wanted to bring back Vince Lombardi, 
coach of the Packers and classmate of Well’s when both graduated 
cum laude from Fordham. 


—Conerly Could Have Made It Rough 


Then came the collapse of the man-in-motion offense that Allie 
had spent months in planning. Training camp injuries to key men— 
Jim Podoley never played a minute and Phil King hardly at all— 
forced him to use a three-end style of attack and he used it with 
the imaginative flair he had plotted for the other. 


The season started disastrously and it looked as though the 
Giants were falling apart. But Allie rallied them. He reached a crisis 
in the game with Washington when he replaced Charlie Conerly, a 
man he long had idolized, as quarterback by Y. A. Tittle, a new- 
comer. Conerly, mistaking his motives, flared up. Allie was crushed. 


Conerly could have destroyed him by rallying his intensely 
loyal teammates to his side, splitting the team irreparably by 
dissension. But Allie talked it out persuasively and Conerly is 
so much of a man that he went along for the common good. It 
was the turning-point of the season. 


The Giants jelled. They backed away from the brink of that 
disaster and began to move ahead with brisk efficiency. They had 
confidence in their coach whose nimble improvisations always 
seemed to work. The new men, obtained by trades, quickly became 
a part of the whole. By the time the back-breaking part of the 
schedule was reached at the end, this had become a tremendous 
football team—the best in the league on defense and a close second 
to the Packers on offense. 


Allie seemed to get the ultimate from everyone, welding not 
only the physical but uniting them in spirit as well. He blended 
veterans, rookies and newcomers into a hard-hitting unit of such 
attractiveness and appeal that the Giants became the darlings of 
blase New York. 


Superior was the job done by the littlest Giant, Allie Sherman, 
the coach of the year.

They crossed through Jerusa- 
lem’s ancient Mandelbaum Gate, 
in the no man’s land separating 
Israel and Jordan.

David M. Potter of Stanford 
University, history professor 
and author of “People of Plen- 
ty” and other works tracing 
current social trends. 


It is the husband who is en- 
gaged in a narrow specialty 
these days, Prof. Potter con- 
tended. ‘Man in business no 
longer has to be a Jack of all 
trades. 


“Sociologists tell us that we | 
have passed from the age of | 
self-directed work, the farmer, 
to the age of employer-directed 
work, the wage earner. 


“But in the home, where a 
great deal of society's work is 
done, there is probably more 
self-direction, more personal 
arranging of the time-table, 


more choice as to what shall 
be bought, what activities shall 
have priority, than ever be- 
fore,”” he maintained.

Cocke Sees 
$465 Billion 
Bank Assets 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
chairman of the board of the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp. pre- 
dicted Monday assets of USS. 
banks will reach $465 billion by 
1970. 


Erle Cocke Sr. estimated bank 
assets nine years hence following 
study of bank reports for 1961 and 
an analysis of such reports since 
1933. 


Cocke said the projection was 
based on the assumption that 
banks will grow at the same rate 
during the 1960s as they did in the 
1950s—an average of about 4.5 per 
cent a year. 


At the end of 1960, total bank 
assets stood at $300 billion. 


Cocke also estimated that de- 
posits will reach $405 billion and 
capital bank acounts $43 billion: by 
1970. 


The FDIC official noted that the 
asset growth rate varied widely 
from year to year during the 
1950s. But he said some econo- 
mists foresaw less annual varia- 
tion during the 1960s.
